Incidents of a Four Years’ Voyage in 
Soarcli of thie Sperm Wkdle. 


Chapter IV. • 

Having related the duties of the tub- 
oarsman, I now pass on to the after, m- 
stroke-oar, as it is sometimes called. 
This is generally assigned to a green 
hand, as it is not as responsible a ’posi¬ 
tion as the other four; and also being 
under the eye of the officer, who speedi¬ 
ly initiates him to his part of the per¬ 
formance. His duty when fast to a wbani 
is to receive tho lino that bus been 
once run out as fast as it is parsed tolaia 
by the rest of the crow, who make it a 
point to leave as little slack lino ui, possi¬ 
ble between the boat and the whale. 
For this reason they pass it to toe 
oarsman who throws it in bights ov,- • 
the starboard quarter of the boat into tlio 
water ; this process limbers the line aud 
renders it fit for coiling. That duty in 
performed by the boatsteerer who, as 
mentioned in a previous chapter, afu r 
harpooning the whale, changes efrclswitU 
the officer who immediately occupies tho 
place vacated by tha-bflatsteerer in tho 
head of the boat, to attend to his pavuo ’ 
the work, that is, despatching the mon¬ 
ster. For this purpose he is provided 
with hand-lances as well ar. a bomb gnu 
of very heavy calibre, in shape resem¬ 
bling our army carbines, stock and b.v 
rel’entarely of steel, that carries a lance 
about 14 inches in length and 2 in dine 
eter. It is composed of iron with a *. d 
point whieh is sharpened like a lance ; 
it is hollow throughout and holds, ■when 
ready for use, a quarter of a pound c-i 




, and of a weak conati- 
ile on the other were the two 
tens, practiced in every move- 


tlio lower extremity of tho lance. On 
this lower end is affixed a feather .like 
arrangement of india rubber; -this is 8 
inches in length, and is for tho same pur¬ 
pose as the feathers attached to an arrow. 
This is quite a formidable weapon in the 
hands of a skillful whaleman who 
depends upon it chiefly to fetch the vrlin’o 
to, when he can haul up on him and fin¬ 
ish him with the hand-lance. The sperm 
whale, or cachalot as he is called by sonic 
writers, averages from DO to 100 feet in 
length ; the male whale being larger and 
fatter than tho female which seldom 
yields more than 30 barrels of oil; while 
the bull whale yields from 40 to 10J 
barrels, and sometimes over that. Tho 
cows aud calves* generally go in v< uy forge 
schools, and arc not prized eo highly aa 
the bulls who seem to feel above associa¬ 
ting with them- and consequently herd 
by themselves for the most part. Very 
large whales keep entirely aloof from the 
smaller ones of their species, as if they 
knew and felt their importanca^ in ti c 
commercial world, and ior that reason 
felt above intermingling with common 
whales. Whales of this class aro called 
“lone whales”.and aro much sought after. 
The body of the sperm whale is of a dull 
slate color, with the exception of the 
breast and small which is usually white. 
His herd, which is most to be dreaded 
on account of the fearful jaw armed with 
two rows of wicked looking teeth, 
square in form, and as a general rulo is 
about onc-third of his entire length; 
thus if a whale is 100 feet long, hishead 
will measure 33 j feet; so you will not bo 
surprised ho much when I tell you tha t 
/ have seen a sperm whale’s head r 'ib-h 
could not enter the door of tho laip 
house in this town. That whale whyr 
tried out made 1GD barrels of oil, - Dc > S 
which came from his head. Ilisjaw v. .u 
90 feet in length, and he had 40 t*cfch 
that measured a foot each, l ie was cap¬ 
tured in tho Atlantic ocean by the bai k 
Spartan, of New Bedford, and it too., 
just exactly hino hours to kill', him, 
This whale was one of the largest of bis 
species, being about 150 faet in length. 
Perhaps the most singular part of thy 
cluro is hi* eye, which is

DELEWARE 


We have received the annual Report 
of Canal Auditor Dayton, which is highly 
spoken of by both parties. The follow¬ 
ing is a digest: 

The receipts during the laBt fiscal year 
are $3,082,452.04. Total payments for 
ordinary repairs, salaries, Ac., $1,459,- 
165.24. The tolls for the year are $3,- 
060,328.89. The falling off in receipts 
during the year is $38,725.22. This re¬ 
sult was accomplished by the horse dis¬ 
ease in the fall of 1872 and the financial 
panic during the last fall. But the ex¬ 
penditures have been reduced $416,511.- 
37. Tho net gain in the receipts is $420,- 
715.45. The transportation problem is 
treated very fully. Mr. Dayton fails to 
find the facilities for transportation in¬ 
sufficient ; the canalB have never been 
taxed to their utmost capacity. The 
canals should be completed and kept in 
perfect repair of the size, dimensions and 
capacity contemplated by former legisla¬ 
tion, and this done, every purpose for 
which the canals were constructed or 
can really serve will be fully answered. 

Theauditor regards the payments on ac¬ 
count of ordinary repairs excessive. But 
the extraordinary repairs are the fruit¬ 
ful source of expenses. In them ho be¬ 
lieves a great diminution possible. 

The expenses of the engineering de¬ 
partment for tho last fiscal year amount¬ 
ed to $106,000.90. This sum is deemed 
much too large fer the amount of work 
being performed. There seems t© be a 
radical defect in the present system of ca¬ 
nal engineering, the plans and estimates 
being very unreliable. Some sources of 
loss to the State are pointed out, among 
which is the frequent necessity of changes 
of plans for new work, after its com¬ 
mencement upon the plan recommended 
by the engineer. The State also loses 
largely in the frequent cancellation of 
contracts and the reletting of the same 
work at enhanced prices. 

The aggregate awards for the last three 
years amount to about $1,450,000. An 
amendment of tBp law regulating appeals 
from awards, bv’the appraisers, is recom-

The will of Professor Agassiz was filed 
on probate at Cambridge, Friday. It be¬ 
queathes his entire scientific library to 
Cambridge Museum of Comparative Zo¬ 
ology. 

Caleb Cmliingwas,on Friday, nomina¬ 
ted by the President to be Chief-justice. 

The Board of Regents on Friday, adopt¬ 
ed a resolution declaring all academies 
and schools under their visitation, free 
from religious or denominational teach¬ 
ings. 

The statue of the Prince Consort was 
unveiled at Holbom Viaduct, Friday, by 
the Prince of Wales. A public break¬ 
fast was subsequently given at Guild¬ 
hall. 

The remains of Napoleon III have 
been placed in the sarcophagus presented 
by Queen Victoria. 

The Spanish ministry have declared 
their objects to be identical with those 
of tho revolution of 1868. A decree was 
promulgated Friday, dissolving the Cor¬ 
tes. 

Detectives report that Henry W. Ge¬ 
net was seen in Belfast, Ireland, Friday. 

The Ohio Constitutional Convention 
reported an article conferring suffrage on i 
women, which is to be submitted to the 
people. 

The second son of Victoria of England 
was married to the only daughter of the 
CzarofalltheRussias, iuSt. Petersburgh, 
on Saturday. 

The Boston Globe of the 12th, says in 
its financial article : The week closes on 
a most favorable aspect of the financial 
horizon, and there is no apparent draw¬ 
back to a season of great and general 
prosperity.

located about the center of the eastern 
bounds, having Orwell and Redfield on 
the north, Florence, Oneida county, on 
the east, Amboy on the south, and Al¬ 
bion on the west. 

In size it is about 5| miles north and 
south by 61 east and west, and contains 
about 25,500 acres, two-fifths of which 
are non-resident; the unsettled portion 
being mostly on the north-east part of 
the town. Tho west branch of Fish 
Creek rises in the east part of the town, 
and runs west to near Kasoag, when it 
bonds around to the south-east and runs 
in that direction to Williams town vil¬ 
lage, and leaves the town about two 
miles from the south-east corner. The 
east branch of the Salmon, the second 
stream in size, rises near the north-east 
corner of the town, runs west into the 
town of Albion, and unites with 
Salmon River near Sand Bank. Two 
other small Streams run south through 
the south-east corner, and another at the 
south-west comer. 

The Rome, Watertown & Ogdensburg 
Railroad enters the town from the west 
side, and leaves at the south-east corner. 
Another railroad runs north from Wil¬ 
liamstown village away up into the wil¬ 
derness, for lumbering purposes. 

Maple Hill post-office is located near 
the center of the east part of the town, 
and on the line of the last-mentioned 
road. 

Kasoag is situated on the Rome, Wa¬ 
tertown dc Ogdensburg Railroad, some¬ 
what west of the center of the town; 
has a railroad station, several saw mills, 
a post-office, besides other places of busi¬ 
ness. 

Williamstown Mills or village is the 
principal place of business in town. It 
is located on Fish Creek, on the west 
branch of it, aad near the south-east 
comer of tho town. Here is a very 
large tannery and one or two first-class 
saw mills; also a grist mill, several dry 
goods stores and grocoriea, two churches, 
a post-office, and two first-class hotels, 
besides a drug store, tin shop, and other 
business places. 

Tho highest elevation in town is in 
the north-east part, being 550 to G50 feet 
above Lake Ontario. The village is 
about 350 feet above tho lake. 

The first settlement of the town was 
made in 1801, by Gilbert Taylor, Solo¬ 
mon Goodwin, Icbabod Comstock, Den¬ 
nis Orton, Henry Williams and Henry 
Filkins. Tho immediate followers of 
these wero Isaac and Philander Alden, 
Daniel Freeman, Newton Marsh, Daniel 
Slillson and Cary Burdick. 

The first marriage was that of Joel 
Ratliburn and Miss P. Alden, in 1802. 
The first death was that of Mrs. Sarah 
Orton, in tho spring of 1804. Philander 
Alden taught the first school in 1803. 
Isaac Alden opened tlic first inn in 1803, 
built the first saw mill the same year, 
and a grist mill in 1804. Daniel Free¬ 
man opened the first store in 1806. The 
first church (Congregational) was founded 
rin 1805 by Rev. William Stone. 

In my next, if desired, I will give a 
short sketch of the early settlers, the 
different offices held by them, and other 
matters that may be of interest.

^^“Upon tho aption of Yolncy tax¬ 
payer’s with reference to the Midland 
RR. bonds, the Syracuse standard takes 
occasion to remark : We may be consid¬ 
ered impertinent in offering advice to our 
Voluey readers, but we cannot avoid 
saying that their course is an unwise 
one, and will involve the town in a use¬ 
less and expensive law suit. The recent 
decision of a somewhat similar caso in 
Illinois by the Supreme Court of the 
United States is directly in point. The 
towns attempted to avoid paying interest 
on the bond, alleging as a reason that 
they were illegally issued. The basis 
of the Court’s decision was that no ir¬ 
regularity precedent to the issue, not 
even fraud on the part of the agents of 
the town, can vitiate the bonds in the 
hands of an innocent holder. The Court 
applies the same rules to these bonds 
as are applied to commercial paper. 
The defence raised by the towns that the 
bonds were illegally issued, is claimed to 
be the very strongest that can be present¬ 
ed in any case of the kind, and as the 
Supreme Court has declared that defense 
is insufficient there remains no alterna¬ 
tive for unfortunate tpwns than to man¬ 
fully meet their obligations. 


Manu¬ 
factures of some sort would afford a 
permanent and profitable investment. 
They would build up the village and 
keep money at home. “In the thriving 
village near you,” says a writer on in¬ 
vestments, “is a master mechanic or a 
small manufacturer to whom a mod¬ 
erate loan would render a great and 
lasting service.
